NO-CENTRAL 
ORGANIZATION

The all‘impertant question of the 
farmers’ convention held in Winnipeg, 
namely, whether there should be form- 
ed a national ‘organ-zation, has beet 
settled. According to resoluiion there 
will be no centval organization at this 
time. Eagh province will retair tocai 
automony in the working out of its 
own organization. The opinion of tne 
convention that organizations in yari« 
ous provinces cannot be united by-ar- 
tificial machinery, but that as: all 
spring from a similar economic bas's 
chey will grow together naturally, rn 
consequence there will be no name 
given to the politics] movement and no 
other policy of a national character 
adopted, furthor than ig stated in the 
platform of the Canadian Council of 
Agriculture. 

Ontario, Man‘toba and Alberta are 
all. organized on industrial group 
basis, Saskatchewan attempting , to 
carry its organization into cities.

Practical Education 


Premier Dru-y, addressing the Can- 
adan Club at Orillia, Ont., on “Edu- 
tation,” declared the present system 
resulted in 93 per cent of the public 
school pupils ending their educational 
program with their departure from 
the pyblic schools and being inade- 
quately equipped for the tasks before 
them,in the world. Training men for 
c‘tizenship, right thinking and right 
living, as was done by teachers in the 
pioneer days was desivable in these 
days, the premier claimed, One soiu- 
tion of the rural school problem sug- 
gested by Premier Drury was the ap- 
»|pointment of permanent male: teach- 
ers, whose salary and standing in’ the 
community weuld be equal to the sal 
avies and standing of the ministers of 
the gospel.
